MR, CONKLING’S VICTORY. 


..Phe Republican State Convention has 
performed its work according to the pre- 
arranged programme, Mr. A. B. CoRNELL 
has been nominated for Governor, and 
there has been associated with him certain 
gentlemen whose brilliancy will not per- 
ceptibly outshine the lustre of the head of 
the ticket. Perhaps an exception should 
be made in favor of Mr. WapswortTHa, the 
nominee for Controller, who is a young man 
of decided ability and promise, and for 
whom his friends expected a political career 
on a somewhat different. plane from 
that occupied by men like Messrs. 
CoRNELL, Hoskins, and WenpgLt. — He 
probably stands as the representative of the 
personal adherents of Mr. Sitoan, whose 
‘previous pretensions to represent the ‘' Re- 
form” element within the party have 
been ridiculously falsified by their action 
at Saratoga. Gen. Care, the nominee 
for. Secretary of State, was a capable 
soldier, and Mr. Hamitvon Warp, the 
nominee for Attorney-General, is a 
lawyer of more than average ability and a 
politician of more than average versatility. 
Somewhere in the inner consciousness of 
the party managers may be found a key to 
the selections made yesterday ; the ticket 
ean hardly be said to owe any of its com- 
ponent paris to the spontaneous action of 
party preferences. 


Mr, Conxiive made the acceptance or re- 
jection of Mr. CoRNELL a test question as 
to his continued hold upon the confidence 
of the party. Those who had the temerity 
to support any other candidate were fairly 
warned that they would be. regarded 
as enemies of Mr. CowKLine. The 
result is at least .a testimony 
to the hold which Mr, Conxuiwe’s friends 
retain on the political machinery of the 
State, whatever significance it may have 
as an evidence of the popular respect 
which he or they inspire. \ Viewed in 
either way, Mr. Conkiino’s satisfaction 
over his. vicetery» must be somewhat 
dashed by the reflection that the vote 
at Syracuse three years ago in favor of 
presenting his. name to the National 
Convention at Cincinnati, was. sonsid- 
erably larger than the vote recorded for 
his Gubernatorial nominve at Saratoga. 
In a convention of 364 members, a motion 
to leave the New-York delegation free to 
present another name than -that of 
Mr. CoNKLING was negatived by & vote of 
251 to 113 ; in a convention of 450, Mr. 
ConkLine’s man has been placed at the 
head of the State ticket by a vote of 234 to 
216. The relative increase of the opposi- 
tion to Mr. ConkLine’s headship of the Re- 
publican Party of this State has thus been 33 
per cent. in three years. On the whole, the 
vietory came perilously near being a defeat. 

Now that the convention has spoken, its 
verdict will be accepted by all who partici- 
pated in it as the voice of the party. What- 
ever the vices of its origin, or the errors 
in its conduct, they must be provided 


against in future by the methods which | 


are alone compatible with the existence 
of party organization. The rank and file 
of the party bad it in their power. 
to make the Saratoga Convention a body 
truly representative of their principles and 


aims. Their failure todo so does not diminish 
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Some of the main’ principles of the Re- 


+ publican Party in national affairs were very 


fairly stated in the Convention yesterday by 


Conkling in his brief speech. Others were 
‘but hinted at,'and some matters were ig- 
nored. - State affairs received attention, but 
were not treated in a very clear or striking 

manner, There is no doubt that the 
isssues raised during the last two. ses- 

sions. of Congress will enter  large- 
ly into. the eanvass in this State. 

It is impossible that it should be otherwise. 

The Democrats have forced them upon the 
country, and a State where nearly # million 
voters. are so evenly divided that neither 

party can count with certainty upon vic- 

tory, will not ignore national issues. As 
regards those which the Democrats chose 

to raise last Winter and Spring, the position 
of the Republicans is very strong. No Re- 
publican vote can be won by the attack then 
made on the Election laws, or by the 
pretentious crusade against military force 

at the polls by a party which tolerates the 
utmost violence at elections. Nor will the 
doubtful vote, so far as it is influenced by 
these issnes, be attracted by the Democratic 

polidy. The pretended objects of that pol- 

icy are not desirable or important ; the real 
objects are detestable and full of danger. 

These points were well brought out by Sen- 

ator OCoNKLING, and were very succinctly 
stated in the platform. 

On the financial question, the platform 
and the Senator did ample justice to what 
has been accomplished by the Republican 
Party, and Mr, Conxiive’s review of the 
past five years, with the evidence which 
they supply as to the comparative capacity 
of the two great parties for the practical 
conduct of public affairs, was just and forci- 
ble. No intelligent observer of the course 
of liquidation can deny that the policy of the 
Republican Party has been fully up to the 
public opinion of the country, and has, at 
times, helped greatly to form and di- 
rect that opinion. _ With one or two excep- 
tions, all that it has done has been in the 
right direction, and if it has not moved as 
fast as it might have moved, if its measures 
have been tentative in part, and have 
owed much of their success to peculiar for- 
tune which it was rash to count upon, it is 
still frue that ithas accomplished a great 
work, and that ithas resisted many tempta- 
tions to which the rival party has suc- 
eumbed, And, however much better it 
might have done, it could not possibly have 
done worse than the Democratic Party, 
which, in violation of its own traditions, in 
blind defiance of the teachings of history 
and common sense, in the face of the warn- 
ings of its best men, has revived the ideas 
of Jonw Law, and worked unceasingly to 
plunge this country into follies of which 
the feeblest South American State might 

well be ashamed. In New-York, the Demo- 
crats undoubtedly number many men sound 
on financial issues, and the avowed princi- 
ples of the party here have been better than 
anywhere else in the Union, but their rep- 
resentatives have been powerless in Con- 
gress, their example. has been without in- 
fluence, and their chosen leader, Mr. T11- 
DEN, himself by conviction a hard-money 
man, was forced to stand for the Premdency 
on a platform dictated by the Greenbackers 
of Indiana, and the hypocrisy of which was 
only equaled by itsabsurdity. As between 
this party, which, in other States, is closely 
allied with the Greenbackers and threatens 
to overturn all that has been gained, and 
the Republican Party, men who know and 





hesitate. 

The Republicans of this State ought not, 
however, to have been content with congrat- 
ulating themselves on what has been done; 
they should have led the way in what remains 
to do. It is well enough to say that: “ our 
whole currency should be kept at par with 
the monetary standard of the commercial 
world, and any attempt to debase the stan- 
dard, to depreciate the paper, or deterio- 
rate the coin should be firmly resisted.”

plied to Continental nations; and of these 
only twenty-two in all have © burst. 
The latest accident of this sort to a Krupp 
gun happened July 29, to a cast-steel one 
on board the training-ship Renown, of the 
Imperial German Navy. . The cause of this 
accident has been traced to the shell, which 
was not supplied by Herr Krupp, and 
which broke up inside the gun. The gun 
in question was of 9-inch calibre, and had 
been in use since 1870, and had fired 250 

It is, however, with the Meppen experi- 
ments that we were now most interested. 
The guns used were all breech-loaders, all 
rifled by a large number of shallow grooves 
separated by very narrow bands, and the pro- 
jectiles were made to take the rifling by the 
same means. Herr Krupp has for some 
long time entirely disearded muzzle-loading 
from his system. In all the guns tlie fire of 
the fuse reaches the powder in the.rear ; 
but in the larger calibres the vent is directly 
axial, while in the smaller ones it is carried 
obliquely upward. The tube for the recep- 
tion of the fuse contains & platinum ball, 
which permits the fire to pass it to reach 
the powder, but which is. itself blown back 
by the discharge so as to close the vent. 
This instantaneous closing of the vent after 
discharge affords an absolutely perfect pro- 
tection against the escape of smoke to the 
rear—a fact of the greatest importance to 
men working a gun in a turret, 

The two chief characteristics. upon which 
the efficiency of artillery depends are accu- 
racy and energy. The presence of the 
former may be made good, partially at 
least, by the qualities of the individual 
gunner; but in the absence of sufficient ac- 
curacy, the highest attainable energy will 
be only of small avail. As regards the first 
of these characteristics, the accuracy of 
the Meppen guns seems’ really remark- 
able. Of eight shots fired from the 71- 
ton steel gun at a target over a 
mile and a half distant, the centres were all 
included within a parallelogram fivé feet 
eight inches wide and ninetéen inches'high. 
The charge of powder was 459 poands,; 
weight of the shot, 1,711 pounds ; velocity 
at the muzzle, 1,648 feet per second. The 
energy was 32,271 foottons) In other

It is not. unfair, after considering the re- 
ported results of all the experiments, to say 
that the Krupp guns are about equal in 
power of penetration to English guns of 
twice their weight; and it is the energy 
which, in great measure, determines the 
destructive value of the weapon: The sys- 
tem pursued in the Government shops in 
England has been to place the'coiitrol of 
the construction and improvement of 
artillery under officers who are iskill- 
ful in the use of guns in warfare, 
but are unskillful in all that relates to the 
working of metals. But while England has 
by a pardonable pride been long wedded to 
the massive Woolwich guns, she 
stands alone in adhering to the muzzle- 
loading theory. It is true that Itely and 
Belgium are partly in favor of muzzle-load- 
ing cannon, and that the United States and 
Sweden are entirely so, but it must be ad- 
mitted that these are unimportant countries

under the influence of conic sections and 
other mathematical mixtures, are most re- 
markable, and his friends have been ready 
for years to match him against all comers 
to do a thousand sums in a thousand hours— 
competitors to use any size or quality of 
slates, and to cipher as they please. As 
every one knows, there is a natural and 
often intimate relation between mathe- 
-matics and astronomy. The’ confirmed 
mathematician is pretty sure to fall into 
astronomical habits sooner or later, and no 
one should be surprised that Prof. Pzircu 
has appeared at Saratoga and taken part in 
an astronomical discussion with the freedom 
and persistence of a life-long astronomer. 

It may annoy many ardent adherents of 
the nebular hypothesis to find that Prof 
PEIRCE opposes it in the interest of meteors. 
Instead of believing that the planets were 
thrown off from the sun, he insists that the 
‘sun and all the planets were built up by 
meteors which came in collision with one 
another and stack together. As we shall 
shortly see, this theory is a much nicer and 
more comfortable one thanthe old-fashioned 
nebular theory,and it is greatly, to be 
hoped that it will prove to be true. 

All space, at least all that part of space 
which is inhabited by stars, is, in Prof. 
Prrrce’s opinion, as full of meteors ‘as the 
atmosphere of Jersey City is full of mosqui- 
toes. The larger meteors are hot, and fre- 
quently visible, but small meteoric. bodies. 
are cold, and hence invisible. ‘‘ This,” re- 
marked Prof. Pzrroz, “is probably the nat- 
ural condition of matter.”. No one can 
deny that the Professor’s theory that small 
and cold meteors are. invisible is sustained 
} by many familiar analogies. For example, 
small bodies of cold meat—as notably cold 
chicken when placed in the refrigerator, 
are almost certain to become-so completely 
invisible that’ they disappear forever. The 
popular hypothesis of a purely imaginary 
cat, by which the cook usually tries to ex- 
plain the invisibility of cold chicken, is 
grossly unscientific, 
would not for a moment accept it as a satis- 
factory explanation of the invisibility of 
small and cold meteoric bodies. His theory 
that invisibility is the natural condition of 


explains the invisibility of both cold chicken 
and cold meteors in a satisfactory and very 
plausible way. 

These countless meteors, visible and in- 

visible, are, secording to Prof. Parcs, con- 
stantly falling into the sun, hitting against 
the planets, and coming in collision one 
with another. When any object is hit by 
a metedr, heat is instantly developed. If 
Prof. Patrcs, for example, were to be struck 
by a large meteor, enough heat would be 
developed to convert him into a gaseous 
condition, and in that case his spectrum 
would probably be identical with that of 
‘the sun, unless he happened at the time to 
have a trade dollar in his pocket, the pecu- 
liar lines of which have not as yet been dis- 
covered in the spectrum of-any of the heaven- 
ly bodies. The heat of the sun is kept up 
tothe proper height by a constant succes- 
sion of meteors Which rain upon the solar 
surface day and night. The peculiar ap- 
pearances known as solar spots are simply 
the splashes which a large meteor makes 
when it falls into the sun’s chromo-litho- 
graphic sphere, and hence we see why it is 
that-whenever the sun is full of spots—that 
is to say, whenever a large quantity of 
heavy meteors strike it—we have excéssive- 
ly hot weather. This is the first really lucid 
and probable explanation of solar spots 
that has.yet been given. 
' What happens to the sun happens to the 
other planets. Jupiter, beingexceptionally 
large, isa favorite target for meteors, and 
so many of them hit him that he is in a tre- 
mendous state of heat. A great many me- 
teors also hit our earth, although nearly 
all, of them are comparatively small 
and are burned up while passing through 
our atmosphere. Still, the burning of these 
meteors develops an immense amount of 
heat, and the heat of August is doubtless 
dueto the August shower of meteors, al- 
though Prof. Petros forgot to mention this 
fast. With this beautiful theory before us, 
we are prepared to make those applications 
of it which the learned Professor curiously 
forgot to make. And firstly, in view of 
what has been said, we see that we may at 
any time come into possession of new and 
warm moons. If two or three large meteors 
reach of the earth’s attraction, they would 
revolve stound us, jast as our present moon 
does. This new moon would, of course, be 
hot in consequence of the heat

The action of a number of French and Bel- 
gian coloniste,on their way to New-Guinea, in adopt- 
ing the American flag as a means of avoiding inter- 
ference, is certainly a very curious proceeding. There 
is hardly another nation on the earth so jealous of 
the uses to which its flag is put when on the seas as 
ourown. The Stars aud Stripes cannot rightfully 
flutter from the stern of even a yacht which is not 
of American construction, and it was clearly a grave 
mistake to suppose that our Government would 
calmly submit to the clearance of a vessel from a 
large foreign seaport as an Ameriean sbip, simply on 
the ground that those who owned her affirmed that 
they intended to sail*‘her under the American flag. 
It is no doubt trae that, even had this assumption 
been allowed, the United States could not be held re- 
sponsible for the acts which might be committed by 
those who claimed to represent her in this round- 
about manner. Still, it is much better to avoid on- 
tanglements at the outset, aud while we havea the- 
ory about the use of our flag and a system of natu- 
realization we had better observe them until it is 
thought best to revise or do away with them by due 
process of law.
